This law firm represents Marina Pacific Hotel and Suites, LLC, owner of the 
property located at 1697 Pacific Avenue, Venice, City of Los Angeles, also known as 
the Hotel Erwin. On behalf of the Hotel Erwin, I am writing to express ongoing strong 
concerns our client has with the operation of the Townhouse Venice, located at 52 
Windward Ave., Venice, City of Los Angeles (the ’Townhouse"). We request that as 
part of the Townhouse's pending application for a Plan Approval, the City of Los 
Angeles (the "City') thoroughly review the Townhouse's current operations, require 
strict adherence with all conditions, and consider additional conditions to reduce 
noise complaints. We also request that future operations continue to be monitored 
through an ongoing Plan Approval process. 

The Townhouse is located directly across the adjoining alley (Windward Court) 
from the Hotel Erwin - just 20 feet away from guest rooms. Out of concern that the 
Townhouse will continue to adversely impact the Hotel Erwin's business, where 
approximately half of the 119 guest rooms face the alley, our client has monitored 
the Townhouse's compliance with City approvals for many years. In fact, our client 
has previously raised concerns such as noise impacts and security issues to the City 
during its review of the Townhouse's prior applications, noting that the noise 
emanating from the Townhouse has often been excessive enough that it disturbs the 
Hotel Erwin’s guests. Our client has also documented loitering, drug transactions, and 
smoking in the alley.

With respect to current operations, the Hotel Erwin still finds that the 
Townhouse is not in compliance with all of its conditions of approval , particularly 
those conditions pertaining to the requirement for a security guard to patrol the 
alley, adherence to the security plan, and minimizing noise levels. 

Noise : Noise is the primary issue that the hotel has with current operations, as 
complaints from hotel guests have a direct impact on the Hotel Erwin. Condition No. 

7 of the City's 2010 approval and Condition No. 10 of the City's 2014 Plan Approval 
state, in part, that "[a]mplified music shall not be audible beyond the premises" and 
"Noise generated on-site shall not exceed the decibel levels stated in the Citywide 
Noise Ordinance.” On numerous occasions in the past year, our client has received 
complaints from its guests about noise from the Townhouse, to the point of needing 
to be relocated to another room and/or demanding a refund for the night. As 
recently as this past Friday night. June 10. 2016. just three days before this hearing, 
the hotel had an incident where noise from the amplified first floor music disturbed a 
hotel guest at 12:30 a.m. Despite a visit from the Hotel Erwin’s security, who 
requested that the volume be reduced, the Townhouse personnel refused to lower the 
volume and LAPD was called for assistance. Similarly, on each prior occasion, the 
Hotel Erwin's security guards have been able to pinpoint the source of the noise, 
which can clearly be attributed to the Townhouse, specifically to amplified music on 
the first floor. 

The Hotel Erwin has attempted to address the noise issues in person with the 
owner of the Townhouse, and has advised him of the many incidents, but 
unfortunately the issues persist. The Hotel Erwin has had to turn to the LAPD for 
assistance. The sound issues result directly from the DJ and amplified music on the 
first floor. Although the hotel did not oppose the Townhouse’s request to add this 
live music at the time of the last Plan Approval in 2014, at this point, the Hotel Erwin 
feels that this music is not "ambient” music as represented, but high volume party 
music that disturbs hotel guests. The City must strengthen the noise conditions to 
ensure that the sound of the first floor DJ music does not leave the premises; that 
Townhouse personnel are required to provide an immediate response to noise 
complaints so that noise levels can be lowered when requested; and that noise 
limiting equipment be required to be installed and monitored to prevent volume 
levels of the amplified music on the first floor from rising above levels established by 
an acoustical engineer. 

Security : Condition Nos. 25, 31, 32, and 33 of the City's 2010 approval, and 
Condition Nos. 24, 30, 31, and 32 of the City's 2014 Plan Approval address the 
Townhouse's security requirements. The Townhouse is required to provide a minimum 
of four security guards on weekdays and six security guards on weekends, and a 
security guard must patrol the premises from 6 p.m. until 30 minutes after closing.

The guards must patrol the premises and "maintain order and prevent activity that 
would interfere with the quiet enjoyment of the surrounding properties and the 
owners, tenants and visitors of those properties.” A security guard is also required to 
be stationed at the rear door entrance at all times to ensure that the door remains 
closed and to prevent patron access or loitering in the alley at any time. The Hotel 
Erwin has 24 hour security on-site and on patrol in the area, and the hotel security 
and staff are able to verify that the Townhouse does not provide the required 
security, nor does it patrol the Windward Court alley. For example, on the night of 
Friday. June 10. 2016. following the latest noise complaint. Hotel Erwin staff 
reviewed the security video taken of the alley and determined that no Townhouse 
security guard had patrolled the alley at any time that evening, including at the time 
the noise incident occurred. We believe that if the Townhouse provided the required 
security to patrol the alley, then it would be able to police its own noise levels, and 
the Hotel Erwin's security would not be required to do so. The City must require that 
the Townhouse live up to its security obligation and monitor the area for patron 
disturbance and excessive noise. 

The above incidents and other incident reports that will be added to the record 
demonstrate that the Townhouse has violated existing conditions of approval. 
Therefore, the Plan Approval must include additional corrective conditions and a 
future Plan Approval review to monitor compliance. The City cannot make the 
findings that the business is operating in compliance with conditions. 

Our client has been an active member of the Venice community for many 
decades as the hotel has been in operation for over 40 years; and certainly 
appreciates and understands that this eclectic neighborhood serves as a destination 
for both tourists and residents who frequent a variety of establishments in the area 
throughout the day and evening hours. Our client believes it is imperative to 
maintain a respectful and collegial relationship by being good neighbors, and careful 
and thoughtful operators to all, especially those business owners within the same 
neighborhood. The Hotel Erwin is subject to numerous conditions regarding noise and 
security and works hard to ensure full compliance. We ask that the Townhouse 
operate similarly. 

Accordingly, we respectfully request that the City ensure that the Townhouse 
strictly adheres to all conditions of approval, with emphasis on maintaining required 
security and regulating noise levels so as not to disturb its neighbors. Further, in light 
of ongoing noise and security concerns, we request additional conditions restricting 
noise volumes. Finally, it is imperative that the City continue to require future Plan 
Approvals until full compliance with all conditions has been verified.

A man was stabbed by a homeless guy who 
stole his bike at about 8:30 pm. A few blocks away I witnessed five homeless guys pull a girl down by the hair and start 
kicking and beating her. I called 911 and the police were there in 90 seconds. The homeless girl refused to press 
charges against her fellow homeless. I went buy the seen at 12:30 am and the homeless camp was still there on the 
boardwalk with all there junk and a few homeless guys too! 

I mentioned to the police that we were trying to raise the $20,000 for the Warn Tag and Bag program. The police officer 
stated that when the property gets removed that the homeless go too! 

I talked to an owner yesterday and they said that the homeless were not leaving property in front of their building so why 
should they contribute? They might not see it, but the stuff and the criminal element is around in the alleys and doorways, 
walk streets and the boardwalk. 

We must clean up all of Venice and protect ourselves and our tenants. Westwood had two gang related shootings in the 
90s and it is still a ghost town. The shoppers and patrons moved to Santa Monica and never went back. If we have one 
published incident we can all loose for years to come. If Santa Monica can clean up its problem then so can we.
